RonS . sii^ested widening die parking kne (as in Arlington Heidits) and feels diat bike knes luie people 
into a ialse sense of seciirir\^ Education will be necessat^^ to nkke bike knes a safe alretnative. 

Pete felt diat bike knes will be a liard sell so cbse to die bike padiand is liappy with the cmTent 
configuration 

Joey likes distinct bike knes because die\^ Ikvor die safer>^ oftlie casual c>^clist who wants to stop in tlie 
area radier dian travel dirougli it. 

Doug, also wsms bike knes plus a buffer zone between parked cars and the bike kne, If we have bike 
lanes, we should nske it possible to tide as ffr SLWSiy fi’onidie door zone as possible. 

M atk agre e d with D oug. 

Ted v’alues two dirougli knes in either direction He is liappy to ride in travel knes. Bike knes encourage 
bikes to pass on tlie ri^it. 

Jack said diat ibur knes are dangerous for pedestrians and ffvors one travel kne in either direction In 
addition he sliglitl^^ ffvors bike knes. He diinks diat die\^ give a message tliat bikes bebng 

Scott also suggested making die parkii^ kne wider to aUow room for bikes. We imst tliat there is a 
prbttuy' to make die design wotk for aU modes of transport and kst!^^ reminded us diat bike knes can also 
serve to calnitrafific. 

Scott summarized diat die sense of the groi^ seems to be fer one travel kne in e idler directbnwidibike 
knes and strbt enforcement.
